mene & L. cus Hoffner, who therein defires his Opinion of the 
* Clauſtrum Virginale, or Hymen, taken Notice of in the 
, Old Law, as the Pucilage of the Few;/b Women, to- 
. gether with his Sentiments of the Nature of their Le- 
profy : In Agſwer, I ſay, to which, concerning the Sub- 
ject of our Fen Enquiry, he writes thus: 
Concerning the ewiſh Lepra, you rightly think it dif- 
ferent from the Elephantiaſis, or Lepra, mention'd by Phy- 
ſicians. Bur that this Matter may be fer in a clearer Light, 
it is neceſſary that the equivocal or ambiguous Term be 
explain d: In order to Which you muſt note, that by 
the Word Elephantiaſit, the Arabian Phyſicians under- 
ſtand commonly a Diſeaſe of the Feet, where there is 
great Tumefaction, and the Veins diſtended with Va- 
rices, as appears from Avicen, Rhaſir, Avenzoar, &c.

The Elephantiafi: of the Greeks is a moſt grievous Diſ- 
eaſe likewiſe, and reckon'd among ſuch as are ſcarce, if 
at all, curable, being elegantly deſcribed by Areteus, 
lib. 2. c. 13. who faith it is fo called from the foul 
Aſpe&, with unequal Bunchings out of the Parts, the

Again, faith he, from the Wrinkles on the Forehead, 
it is called Leonti aſis, and Satyriaſis, as well on account 
of their great Libidinouſneſs, as for their Likeneſs in 
Face to the Satyr, whom the Poets feign ro have a flat 
Noſe, thick Lips, ſharp Ears ; of which conſult Galen de 
COLT.

Commonly then ſpeaking, the Lepra of the Latins and 
Arabians is no other than the Elepbantiaſis of the Greeks, 
which we ſhall thus define ; That it is a foul, contagious, 
and as it were cancerous Cachexy of rhe whole Habit, 
ariſing by ſome Fault of the Liver and Spleen, from a- 
tribilious aduſt-Humours : Hence PauluM&gineta, lib. 4. 
C. I. terms itan univerſal Cancer : Avicen, a Diſeaſe cor- 
rupting the Complexion, Form and Figure of the Mem- 
bers, proceeding from corrupt Bile diffuſed through the 
Body, with a hot and dry Temperament of the Bowels, 
{poyling their Sanguification, and Generating this peculiar 
and ſpecifick venenate Quality, which is propagated after 
this threefold Manner; Firſt, Hereditarily from Parent 
to Child ; Secondly, By Contagion as well in common 
Converſation as by venereal Copulation ; Thirdly, $ 
raniouſly from a proper Vice generated or promoted by 
bad Air and Diet; to which laſt Fallopius aſcribes its Ge- 
neration even now in France and Germany: Others, - 
mong whom Cardan, that it rakes irs Riſe from a Con- 
ception at the Time of the Menſtrual Purgation. Bur 
farther, that the Diſeaſe may be yet better underſtood, I 
have here ſer down my Method of Inquifition, when re- 
quired by the Magiſtrate to examine the Infected before

Theſe Matters inquir'd, the Party is ſtript to ſee if he 
begin to ſhed his Hair, whether of Head, Beard, Eye- 
brows Eye- lids; whether his Look be fierce, bis 
Ears acumtnare, his Lips thick, his Noſttils (welling out- 
ward, ulcerate and (contracted within, his Face appear-

Theſe Signs appearing, corroborated with ſome Expe- 
riments made u the Blood, of which fee Marcellus 
Donatus, Phil. Schopfius ; alſo upon their Urine taken No- 
rice of by Schenkzus, we pronounce the Diſeaſe truly Ele- 
ntick in the worſt Degree, and appoint the Perſon.to 
ſeparated, by reaſon of his infectious and incurable 
Diſtemper, from the Company of other People. 
But if the prime or pathognomonick Signs are wanting, 
altho a foul dry Scab affect the Skin with large and fret- 
ting Puftules ming in, and ſwelling the Parts, with (mall 
Chaps alſo, or Fiſſures, together with a branny Scurf, 
yet do we not pronounce it an Elephantiaſis, bur rather 
the P/ora of the Greeks : Nay, if the ſaid Evil yet dege- 
nerate farther with Atrophy of the Parts, great Itching, 
eating into both Skin and Fleſh, the former not only 
falling off in Scurf, but Scales greater or leſs, eſpecially 


de-

The Cauſe of this Diſeaſe," wherber Sympathie from a;

A ſhort and more ſatisfactory Account of this Diſeaſe, 


pher and Phyſician Dr. J/34/ig in theſe Words *. 

As ro what concerns puſtulous Eruptions, as the glan» 
dulous Humour may be depraved ſeveral Ways, ſo eſpe» 
cially theſe three; and therefore uſually falls under a co» 
agulative Diſpoſition with the Serum, that is newly pour · 
ed out of the Blood. 

Firſt of all, the Blood it (elf being very impure and al- 
ſo diſſolved, leaves its Corruption and Recrements plen- 
tiſully in the Cutaneous Glands, which there aſſuming the 
Nature of a more corruptive Ferment, do variouſſy work 
up and coagulate with other Juices coming thither or paſ« 
ſing that Way, and ſo produce not only Itches, but ſeve- 
ral Sorts of Leproſies: Therefore often and conſtant eating 
of Salt-Fiſh or Fleſh, dry'd in the Smoak or Sun, alſo ins 
congruous Drinks and 2 do commonly cauſe cuta- 
neous Eruptions, and thoſe oftentimes very horrid Ones. 

Secondly, The Humour gathered in theſe Cutaneous 
Glands, fomerimes by meer Stagnation becomes not only 
Itchy, but oftentimes Corruptive; wherefore not only 
they that have been long kept in Priſon, but alſo that have 
lived a ſedentary Life, and are uſed to Filth, Stink; Slut» 

tiſhneſs or Naſtineſs, live obnoxious to theſe Diſeaſes; in 

as much as the Cutaneous Liquor being not at all Eventi»

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Thirdly, If perhaps theſe Cauſes be wanting, ſo as the 
* Ie, of the Skin has contracted no Fault 
either from the Blood or from its own Stagnation; yet is 
it certain that the virulent Infection communicated from 
without, does nevertheleſs render it 2 as to theſe 
Diſeaſes. This is exceeding manifeſt from vulgar Obſer- 
vation, in as much as they that are beſt in Health, and 
have as good a Conſtitution as can be, ſcarce ever fleep 
without harm in the ſame Bed with an itchy Perſon, or 
where ſuch Perſon has layn: not only fo, but the itchy 
Perſon's Linen waſhed with other Mens, often impart their 
Infection; and certainly the morbid Taint of no one Di- 
ſeaſe is more eaſily and certainly propagated (the Plague 
only excepted) than this of the Iich. "att 
And this ſhall ſnffice for the Deſcriprion and Diagno- 
ſtics of the Diſeaſe under preſent View. 

The Prognoſtics are taken from the benign or malign 
Nature of the Diſtemper, which is more eaſily overcome 
if recent and lately contracted from an ourward Iuſecti- 
on, 7 if long radicated, and arifing from ſome Scorbu- 
tic M other Cacochymy of rhe Humours or Blood: it is 
alſo ſooner cur'd in Children (to whom i 
Hippoc. it is more familiar) than in grown Perſons. 
4 The chief Curatory Indications conſiſt in amending 
the glandulous Humour vitiated, and reducing the Skin 
to its fight Temper; which is often effected by local 
Application or apply ing Medicines immediately to the 
Parts. But before theſe take Place, the Blood it ſelf e- 
ſpecially its depraved ſerous Latex, if got thereinto, is to 
be freed from its Pollution, by Bleeding, Purging, and 
proper Alteratives; being always mindful to ſecure the 
Netvous Liquor from participating of the Taint, by 
which many deſperate and deadly Diſeaſes of the Brain 
and noble Parts, may be, and often are occaſion d. 
It will I think be needleſs to give Specimens of the 
Cure in Hiſtories of particular Caſes, every where and 
at all times offering of this Nature; inſomuch that there 
is ſcarce an old Woman to be found without ſome Secret

ing, 'tis very probable the ſame Thing happens ro the 
Maſs of Blood, eſpegially at the Anaſtomoſes of the Veing, 
and. Arteries of the Hands and Feet, which befalls a fro- 
zen River when the Froſt is broke : For as then the Ice 
is melted with the kindly and gentle Heat of the Sun, ſo 
Nature being about to conquer the Diſeaſe, by the Bene- 
fir of the animal Fire or innate Heat, cooling eſpecially 
aſter the State of the Diſeaſe, and burning no more ſo 
preternaturally as before, melts the Blood thickned aud 
made rough by tlie febrile Heat in the Veins, and as it 
were congealing becauſe of Abundance of Salt in the Ex- 
tremities: And as a Torrent or River carries Fragments 
of Ice rapidly down the Stream, ſo the Blood in rhe 
Veins, throws off ſmall Portions of the preternaturall 
fixed Salt, which are themſelves the Spots, or at kcal 
make them: Wherefore no Wonder if Nature upon the 
Uſe of Alexipharmacs or S$udorifics, made of the Mineral, 
Vegetable, and eſpecially of the Animal Kind, abound- 
ing more or leſs wich volatile Salts, does ſooner or later, 
gradually or at once, according to the differing Temper 
of the Subjects, throw off Spots to the Skin, varying in 
Colour, Magnitude and Number, which indeed Rulan- 
dus obſetved, were fixed to the Exiremicies of the Capil- 
lary Veins.

That not only Worms of ſundry Kinds, but other li- 
ving Creatures are found in our Bodies (however they 
come there) is too notorious to want Proof: Nay that 
our Blood is full of them, that moſt of our Diſeaſes take 
Riſe from them, more efpecially the Cancer, Itch, Ring- 
worm, Sc. has been aſſerted by learned Men. 

I have more than once, ſaith Borellus, ſeen upon the 
Plaiſters raken from Ulcers, little Animals like waxen 
Mites, whereof not only the Figure but the Motion was 

diſcoverable: Thus are we held, ſaith he, of many Dif- 
eaſes which come from inviſible Animals, to be perceived 
only by the Microſcope. : 

The famous De Mayern takes Notice alſo, thar he ob- 
ſerv'd in the cancerous Breaſt cut from a Woman, ſome 
Thouſands of Worms; hence follows the Remark that per- 
haps the Progreſs of the Corrofion is ſomerimes ſtopr, by 
applying the Fleſh of a Chick; ro which theſe Animals 
ſtick, leaving the coarſe for the finer Food. 

I muſt confeſs I have never made any ſuch Diſcoveries, 
tho' I have try'd with ſome indifferent Glaſſes, and there- 
fore do hope my Scepriciſm, ar leaſt in ſome of theſe 
Matters, will be held the more excuſeable. I know the 
Incredulous will ſcarce believe their Eyes, and whether 
the Overcredulous, eſpecially when prompted to back 
ſome Novel Sentiment or Opinion, may nos ſometimes 
fancy they (ee what they really do nor, or what is got 
in rerum Natura, and therefore cannot be ſeen ; I ſhall 
leave others 70 determine, whilſt for my own Part, I

medies of both Sorts are ſo ready at Hand, if thoſe knaviſh 
Impoſtors could perform what they pretend, we ſhould 
not ſurely meet at this Time with ſo many People hob- 
bling about Streets. But before we ſpeak to the Opera- 
tion, I ſhall lay down ſome of the principal Topicks re- 
commended to us by famous Men.

When the Eſchar is 
off, and you find you are not yet deep enough, you are 
ro work again as before with the Cauſtick, though per- 
haps a Milder will now take effect, or poſſibly the pre 
cip. rub. ſprinkled into the Ulcer, may finith the Remainder 
of the Work, about which your great Concern is to keep 
clear of the Tendons and Ligaments; or if they happen 
to be laid bare, to haſten their Incarning, and prevent 
if it be poſſible their Sloughing oft, which will be Des 
triment to your Patient, by loſing the free Motion, or 
having a ſtiff Joynt, and Diſcredit and Ignominy to the 
Undertaker. Obſerve farther ſo ſoon as ever the Eſchat 
looſens, that you lay aſide the Baſilicon and dreſs only 
with the Balſ. Tereb. or mixt with a little Linim. Arc, fot 
all the unctuous or greaſy Medicines are very prejudicial 
to theſe nervous Parts. 

We have before taken Notice that there is mucki leſs 
Difficulty in Removing the Penſile Wart or Acrochordon, 
on Account of the Stalk eaſily taken hold of, than the 
Seſſile or Myrmecia, which lies with a Baſis more ſpread, 
projecting leſs outwards, and running deeper inwards: 

owever Galen mentions a dext'rous Fellow in his Time, 
who went abour the City of Rome ; and by the meer 
Suction of his Lips, when he had brought the Myrmegs 
ſufficiently to protuberate and looſen d it hereby from t 
Bottom, would ſuddenly divide them and ſnap them off 
with his fore Teerh, raking off the Penfile One the ſame 
Way, as it were in an Inſtant. 

The Method of Fallopius is this; he takes the one Half of 
a Wallnut Shell, and boring a Hole in the Middle ſuitable

Some Authors propoſe a double Incifion of this Þan 
the one oppoſite to the other, which may be neceſlay 
where there is an Adhæſion, but ſcarce otherwiſe. Hy- 
ſtius directs a fourfold Inciſion at equal Angles, to pt 
vent probably the pendulons Lips after the Operation, 
but this will be attended with as great or I think great 
Inconvenience, as I ſhall ſhow preſemly, beſides the er 
ceſſive Pain ſeldom comply'd with by ſuch as think to 
much of one, for more than which I have not met with 
Occaſion, provided that were made in a proper Place and 
fully up to the Neck of the Glans.

Next 
Day like Drefliags were renew'd with a Digeſtive upon 
the Lips; from the firſt Opening whereof the Matter 
leſſen d, and in few Days the Ulcers being mundified,

In our 
Germany, ſays he, this Evil is very rare, but among the 
Youth at Rome, as Witneſs Luſitanus and Foreſtus, com- 
mon: I wiſh I could ſay our England was a Stranger to 
this deviliſh Practice, where I have met with theſe Ex- 
creſcences, among which, ſome have, with great Reaſon, 
been ſuſpected to have taken their Riſe hence. In the 
hotter Countries as well chriftian as mahometan, they 
are found frequently : But enough, if not too much, of 
that which is not ſo much as to be nam'd unleſs with Hor- 
tour and ſtation of both the Action and Actors.

S it ha to the Body very commonly, to 
have thoſe Parts diſjoyn'd and ſeparate which 
ſhould be united; ſo at other Times (tho' more 
tarely) do we ſind thoſe Parts conjoyn d and united.

them. The Malady of both Kinds is two- fold, either o- 
riginal from the Birth, or adventitious afrerwards. 

Of Parts originally ſeparated which ought ro be con- 
joyn'd, we have Example in the Hair- Lip: Of the ſame 
adventitious, in every common Wound or Solution of 
the Continuum, from what Cauſe ſoever dependi

Malpigbi of another, viz. a Wo- 
man falling into an Aque Pavor, occaſion d by a Bite ſhe 
teceiv d from her Child during an epileptiek Paroxyſm. 

We ſtmll ſpeak next to the Bite of the Viper, the Poi- 
ſon of which Creature, altho' it produce not Symptoms 
ſo ſurprizing as ſome of thoſe mention d from the Dog ; 
jet doth it more ſuddenly diffuſe its Virulency to the Ani- 
mal Juices, and raiſe a greater Hurricane in the nervous 
Fluid, by its toxick Quality, in few Hours, than the 
other in many Days or Weeks; ſo that there is no doubt 
a Difference vaſtly wide in the two Venoms : But to di- 
ſtinguiſh them ſpecifically, or aſſert in hat their Efſence 
doth conſiſt, or of What Sort of Particles their Salis or 
other 9 — 2 Principles are formed, is very difficult 
to explicate, and beſides our Purpoſe (if we could) to 
determine.

AVING finiſh what J bad to ſay upon cer- 
rain Diſtempers, wherein the Skin is either pri- 
A marily or ſecondarily ſome Ways affected: 1 
hope the Reader will not be diſpleas d, if I add a few 
Words concerning rhe Force of ſome outward Remedies, 
if not wholly ſubduing by themſelves, at leaſt affifting to- 
wards the 'Remoyal of ſome internal Maladies. | 
which I would not be underſtood, as if a Plaiſter, Pult 
or Liniment laid upon the Outſide of the Skin, and ex- 
tending its Vertue no further, could produce any great 
Matters: But that ſome ſubtil Particles from the ſame, 
inſinuating themſelves by the Pores, may get into the 
Blood and nervous Juice; by altering whole Texture, 
one Way or other, ſome very confiderable Change may 
be induced, as certainly as from the Medicine taken in 
by the more obvious Paſſages. Bur ſuch is the Misfor- 
tune, that as on the one Side, through Bigotry, Soperſti- 
tion and Overcredulity, we want not thoſe who are 
to impute too much, as in the Torquss Inf antum and the 
ſeveral other ridiculous Periapta, Characters, Sc. worn 
as Charms for Agues, Epilepſies and the like : So on the 
other, ſome Gentlemen have been ſo very (ty, not to ſa 
incredulous, as to flight and diſregard all other external 
Application, how ſerviceable ſoever, and expedient they 
have been found; and tis common for them to overloo 
the Pericarpia, Subplantalia, or any of thoſe we call the 
Epithemata in their Practice. |

Indeed, as I never could lay much Streſs on the For- 
mer, ſo having ſeen at ſometimes, very remarkably good 
Effects from the Latter, I think they ought not to be ca- 
ſhier d, but rather recommended. Nor do I think I need 
much labour to convince ſuch, as by their Skill and 
Knowledge in the animal Structure, are already ſatisfy d 
that its Mechaniſm is ſuch, as will afford an Entrance 
very eaſy, to the finer Parts of the ourward Medicine, 
into its inmoſt Receſſes: Being much further d. by the 
warmth of the Parts they lye upon, and entering the 
Pores in the Form, at leaſt, of an Halitus, if not more 
ſubſtantiall . es 

It may be difficult, I know, to explicate the Modus or 
Way of their Operation upon the ſanguineous or ner- 
vous Fluids, after they have enter d: But tis eaſy to 
prove they do both enter and operate, by their conſe- 
quent Effects. 

Thus, befides the many Inftances might be produc'd 
from Authors of undoubted Credit, I my ſelf have known 
two Children kill d, by an Overpurgation from barely 
rubbing in a little Ointment (poſſibly that de Arthanita) 
upon their Navils, recommended by a wiſe Womian, to 
kill Worms: The Particles of which entring the Pores, 
and intangling themſelves among the nervous Hbrillæ of 
the ſubjacent Viſcera, lay conſtantly and inceſſantly, like 
ſo many Seimuli, provoking the Bowels ro ſhake them 
off, which nor able ro effect, and their Forces ſpent; not- 
withſtanding all Aſſiſtance called in from lenient and a- 
nodyne Clyfters, Reſtringents and Opiates, to get a 
Trace with the Enemy, an univerſal Convulſion as the 
laſt Effort, came on, and Death quickly enſu'd after. 

Fernelius * makes mention of ſuch an Oyntment, that 
being daubed on the Belly, purges violently : Bur you 
cannot (as Beger wiſely obſerves) make — of it, or the 
like, without Cenſure or Loſs of Reputation. Of this 
and irs Conſequence read Fab.

malignant Fevers, Convulſions, Sc. The Vent of the 
Pigeon apply d cloſe to the Fundament of young Chil- 
dren, in ſome of the like Caſes, has a ſtrange Force of 
Attraction (if the Expreſſion be allowable) in which the 
Suction ſeems as ſtrong as in the Cupping-glaſs, and'whe- 
ther from the malign Effiuvia drawn out of the Body of 
the Diſeaſed into its own, or from the Creature's 
Reſpiration, during the Interval, ſome how impeded 
and intercepted ; ſo it happens frequently, that it 
Jays down its own Life to preſerve an others. Nor 
will any, of theſe Remedies appear ridiculous to 
him who conſiders that the greateſt and moſt learned 
Phy ficians, as well among the Ancients, as Moderns, 
have countenanc'd their Uie in their own Practice: An 
Inftance among the Latrer, and ſeemingly more unlikely 
than ſome others, we may obſerve in the thinking H- 
am, Who in the moſt acute and torturing Diſeaſe af- 
fecting poor Mortals, I mean the Iliack Paſſion, thence 
call'd the Miſerere, doth among other Remedies, adviſe a 
= yourg Kittling to be laid alive upon the naked Belly, 
and there continued for ſome Time. 4 
It hath already been made to appear, -as- well from 
ſome of the Ancients, as from a learned and worthy Phy- 
pr. Ful. fician among us *, that many confiderable Cures have 
ler ia bi been wrenght without either external or internal Medi- 
— Sn. cine, only by a due Uſe of one of the Non-naturals, 1 
mean that of Exerciſe or Motion; and ſrgm theſe Hints 
it will appear, that great Aſſiſtance may be had (I do 
not ſay the whole Benefit or Advantage) in many 
Caſes from local Medicine. Even at this Time a-Day a 
great Part of the World, vi. China and Japan, give 
very few, and thoſe very fimple Medicines, laying their

The Date of this Acupuncture I find not; nor whether 
ir be an Operation peculiar to the Chineſe and Faponois, 
but the Practice of Inuſtion is as ancient as Hippocrates, 
being uſed by himſelf, as alſo by Galen, Celſis, Paulus, 
Se. yet for wy Ages much diſuſed, till again revived 
by Severinus, and Epiphanius ferdinandus. Who tells us, 
that he always had Recoutſe thereto in deſperate Caſes, 
and recover'd thoſe hereby that by all other Remedies 
were juſtly deem'd incurable. The Method of practiſing 
this Way is deliver'd at large by the foreſaid Authors, be- 
ing alſo defcrib'd by J. U.
